How to help Prevent Your

Southampton Village 
Accepts Grant for Lake 
Agawam Dredging Study 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


he Village of Southampton is moving 
forward with its Lake Agawam Dredging 
Feasibility Study. 

The New York State Department of 
Environmental Conservation recently approved 
the feasibility study in the amount of $68,000, 
with an award of $30,000 from the Non- 
Agricultural Nonpoint Source Planning Grant 
Program and the remaining $38,000 from the 
Village Trustees Special Projects account. The 
grant agreement requires that the Village of 
Southampton outlay the project cost and submit 
for reimbursement from the DEC, at which point 
the special projects account will be replenished. 

Trustee Andrew Pilaro motioned to resolve the 
agreement, and Trustee Mark Parash seconded 
the motion. The Board of Trustees vote was 
unanimously in favor of the agreement. 

The total cost of the feasibility study comprises 


$35,000 for analysis 
of sediment samples, 
$15,000 for bathymetry 
(measurement of the 
lake’s depth), $14,000 
for lake sampling and 
$4,000 for dredge 
sampling. The project 
is intended to provide 
a plan for dredging LAKE AGAWAM 

as a Best Management 

Practice for in-waterbody control of nutrients 
in Lake Agawam and, ultimately, help improve 
the water quality of the lake and reduce the 
occurrence of harmful algal blooms. 

“We're making a big effort for Lake Agawam, 
which is one of the most polluted bodies of water 
in the state, and we've done a lot of good projects 
already,” says Southampton Village Mayor Jesse

ne morning at Gosman’s Fish 

Market in Montauk a few 
weeks ago, the kitchen staff was 
shucking fresh Quahog clams from 
Mattituck while making a big batch 
of New England Clam Chowder, 
when one of them hit something 
hard inside one of the clams. A 
pearl. And not just any pearl, an 
enormous pearl. The work stopped 
and the owner, Bryan Gosman, was 
called over. 

At first, he thought this must 
be a joke. This pearl was the size 
of a gumball, just under an inch 
in diameter. Nobody, including 
Bryan, had ever seen a pearl of 
this size. 

Rebekah Harris, who owns 
a jewelry store in the Gosman 
complex was called over, and she 
said she hadn’t seen one this size 
either, and yes it was a pearl. There

now owned the pearl, but it was 

quickly decided that it should be sold off and the 
money made selling it gifted to the Montauk Food 
Pantry. It could be sold by raffle. Or, if valuable, 


by silent auction. In the meantime, the pearl 
would be taken to the Gemological Institute in 
New York City for an appraisal. 


Dan’s Papers spoke to Guy 
Spaulding, the head gemologist 
at London Jewelers in the 
Hamptons, providing him a photo 
of the pearl, and he offered the 
following comments: 

“Natural clam pearls are relatively 
rare. Tofindsuchalarge, gem quality, 
natural specimen is like winning 
the lottery. Highly sought after by 
private collectors and museums, 
the value is determined by many 
characteristics: origin, size, shape, 
color, overtone, luster, iridescence, 
lack of blemishes and orient. This 
will sell for a considerable amount 
of money.” 

When pressed for an amount, he 
said somewhere between $3,000 
and $30,000. Later, we spoke to 
another expert who told us a giant 
natural pearl, found in a clamshell 
at the Grand Central Oyster 
Bar in Manhattan several years 

ago, fetched $4,000 at auction. But 
this one is bigger. 

The proceeds from this will feed many, many 
people. What a gift from these folks at Gosman’s.&&

* n December 3, an elderly 
North Sea couple got a 

phone call from someone who 
said. their granddaughter had 
been arrested in Manhattan and 
was in need of $15,000 in bail 
money. The good news, the man 
said, was that though the money 
was needed promptly, he worked 
for the court and could arrange 
for a courier to drive out and 
receive the cash right away. Could 
they get the money in 
three hours? 

The couple said yes, would 
be home at that time, then said 
goodbye and hung up. Next they 
called the police. 

At the appointed time, with 
police officers nearby keeping 
the house under surveillance, 
a car pulled up, two people got 
out, walked up the path to the 
house and knocked on the door. 


It was opened by a grandpa-type 
person—actually a plainclothes 
police officer—who handed one of 
them a bag with money in it. As 
the two visitors opened the bag 

to look, they were told they were 
under arrest, then handcuffed and 
given their Miranda rights. 

Taken into custody were Steven 
Lugo, 19, and Angelina Velasco- 
Ramierez, 19, both from Paterson, 
New Jersey. 

The next morning, in court, 
they were arraigned and charged 
with third degree attempted 
grand larceny, a felony, and 
fifth degree conspiracy a 
misdemeanor. Both were then 
released—this is because of the 
new more lenient bail reform 
laws—and told of a later date 
when they would be expected 
back in the Southampton Court 
Room to make a plea. g&.

t took about a month for Suffolk 

County Board of Elections officials 
to finish counting the unprecedented 
number of absentee ballots mailed in 
as voters sought to avoid potentially 
contracting coronavirus at polling 
sites, but the results are in and reveal 
a new lineup for the East End’s 
representatives in the New York 
State Legislature. 

Two of the three state legislative 
districts that make up the Twin 
Forks will have fresh faces, although 
one is a familiar one to some. State 
Assemblyman Anthony Palumbo 
(R-New Suffolk) beat Democrat 
Laura Ahearn, executive director 
of the nonprofit advocacy group 
Parents for Megan’s Law and The 
Crime Victims Center, in the race to 
replace state Sen. Kenneth LaValle 
(R-Port Jefferson) in the ist Senate 
District that covers the entire East 
End. LaValle, the longest-serving 


state senator in Albany, is retiring 
from the post he’s held since 1977. 

“The honor to stand here to 
succeed Senator LaValle is almost 
unspeakable,” Palumbo told 
reporters during a news conference. 

North Fork residents know 
Palumbo as their Assembly 
representative for the past seven 
years. Winning the Assembly seat 
he vacated for his promotion to 
the state Senate was Riverhead 
Town Councilwoman Jodi Giglio 
(R-Baiting Hollow), who beat former 
Riverhead Town Supervisor Laura 
Jens-Smith, the Democrat in 
that race. 

The lone incumbent state 
lawmaker from the East End 
who was once again re-elected is 
stalwart Assemblyman Fred Thiele 
(I-Southampton), who’s been 
representing the South Fork 
since 1995.

Qigong. 

From Pennsylvania, my sister-in-law sent 
us a link. The Chinese guru of Qigong, a fellow 
named Ming Dong Gu, in an orange robe and 
sitting cross-legged facing the camera, urged us 
to enjoy and learn from our time with him and 
the instructor in New Hampshire he had picked 
to lead us for the next half-hour. 

“It’s streaming,” my wife said. “It only can 
be watched live. Then there’s another, same 
time tomorrow.” 

We were watching this on her computer, 
standing side-by-side, facing the screen with our 
arms at our sides. 

On the screen now appeared a slender, 
handsome woman with cropped hair, a black 
blouse and a pair of black slacks tied around her 
waist with a sash. 

“Thankyou allfor coming,” she said, introducing 
herself. “Hold your arms out in front of your 
chest, palms in, facing one another. Now spread 
your fingers. This is called the Tiger’s Mouth.” 

We did that. 

“Between your hands, you are holding a ball of 
chi,” the woman said. “It will energize you and 
relax you. Now slowly raise this ball of chi over 
your head. Hold it there, your hands apart, your 
fingers spread.

Yup, there they all were. Her smell organ, taste 
organ, hearing organ, seeing organ. And why 


should they be all there? And none of them 
anywhere else further down our bodies? Was that 
fair? Maybe we should have our sight organs in 
our knees. Or sense of smell coming from our 
belly buttons. Why not give the rest of our bodies 
a chance? 

She was saying something about moving our 
hands holding our balls of chi down in front of 
our bodies and swooping the chi close to the floor 
then back up. 

I thought some more. Our sense of touch is not 
all in our heads. It’s everywhere on our bodies. So 
she’s wrong about that sensory organ. 

I do understand the primacy of having so many 
of our sensory organs in our heads. We stand up 
tall. We taste something and gravity sends it down 
to nourish what’s going on below. So that’s good. 
Also, having our sight organs that high helps. 
You can see more from the top. For example, the 
Montauk Lighthouse has its light at the top. 

I imagined some critters who got around on all 


fours with their eyes in the front, no higher than 
their backs. Backs would have been good for eyes. 
There are some critters who have eyes on stalks. 
Others who have sensitive antennas or whiskers 
in front of their heads for a sort of preview of a 
coming touch. 

The half-hour was up and our instructor told 
us to find a seat as we were now going to be 
returning to the guru master. So we sat, my wife 
in one chair, me in another, continuing to face the 
screen. The chi master thanked us for coming and 
now invited us to take deep breaths so we could 
emit long low murmurs that go Ooooo0oommmm. 
And we did that. 

I don’t remember anything after that, except 
for my wife jolting me to ask me how it went. 

“I feel great. Very relaxed. Very ready for 
anything,” I said. 

“You fell asleep,” my wife said. 

And I felt great for the rest of the day. Can’t wait 
to do this again tomorrow. fi

Riverhead Town: Its proud 
heritage and bright tOMOTTOW swererscum 


he Town of Riverhead was officially established on 

March 13, 1792, when it was separated from the Town 
of Southold and recognized as the County Seat of Suffolk 
County. This January, I became the 64th Town Supervisor. 
I am honored to be among the select few to be elected 
to this position and work hard every day to serve the 
residents to the best of my ability. Attorney Daniel Well 
was the first Town Supervisor. The second Supervisor, Dr. 
Daniel Conklin, was a doctor during the Revolutionary 
War. Supervisors Luther Skidmore and Daniel Osborn 
served during the Civil War. Sylvester Miller is the longest 
tenured Supervisor, serving from 1841 to 1861. 

Thanks to an existing talented staff, a diverse and caring 
community and its many amenities, I strongly believe that 
Riverhead’s future will be prosperous, as we continue to 
honor our past. 

Georgette Lane Case is the guardian of Riverhead’s 
treasured history, having served as Riverhead Town 
Historian since 2002. During her tenure she has indexed 4,999 documents. 
She has organized and indexed countless newspaper articles, scrapbooks 
and historic collections. Ms. Case has catalogued more than 4,000 original 
town documents ranging from oaths of office for town leaders to tavern 
licenses. She has catalogued more than 600 books using the Dewey 
Decimal system. 

In addition, Ms. Case has written nine books on Riverhead, including 
a biography of town supervisors and a book on Civil War veterans from 
the town. Despite her current cramped quarters, the collection is growing, 
Ms. Case says, noting that she received 19 historic collections in 2020, 
more than double of what is donated in most years. Ms. Case says with her 
ever-growing collection, she has had no time to thinking of mentoring a 
successor. “In fact,” she says, “I have a hard time finding volunteers.”

During a recent visit at the Riverhead Historian’s Office, I 
was intrigued by the collection of artifacts, including letters 
dating back to the 19" century from sisters Etheyle and 
Juanita Parry, who left Riverhead to perform with William 
“Buffalo Bill” Cody all over the world, from New York to 
London. The Riverhead natives have been described as two 
of the greatest circus and rodeo stunt horseback riders in 
the country at the turn of the 20th century. Etheyle and 
Juanita became known as the Cossack Girls because they 
performed daring feats of horsemanship attributed to the 
Russian Cossack cavalry. They also appeared in Miller Bros. 
shows and in the Barnum & Bailey Circus. 

The Parry Sisters’ act lasted from 1907 to 1918, when, 
# sadly, Juanita died after falling off her horse and breaking 

Sher neck at a Barnum & Bailey show. Etheyle married 
S William Cody Bradford, a nephew of Buffalo Bill. Their 

father, Archie, was a well-regarded veterinarian on 

eastern Long Island. The Suffolk County Historical Society 
Museum, located in downtown Riverhead at 300 West Main, has artifacts 
on the Parry sisters among its impressive local history collection. (The 
Suffolk County Historical Society is open to the public from Wednesday to 
Saturday from 10 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and was a 2019 Dan’s Papers Best of 
the Best of the Best North Fork Museum Award Winner.) 

While most are aware of the continuing legacy of farming and agricultural 
on eastern Long Island, many do not remember that cranberries were a 
major industry between the 1880s and 1950. Bogs were located in Calverton 
and Manorville. The George W. Davis cranberry bog was located south of 
the Grumman property and was the longest surviving bog in Riverhead 
Town. In more recent times, agriculture and agro-tourism has continued 
to play a significant role in Riverhead. Wineries and local produce sold at 
farms and farm stands continue to draw thousands of visitors annually.

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Riverhead residents are also prideful of our military aerospace legacy, 
specifically Grumman Corporation, which employed thousands of Long 
Islanders at the 2,900-acre Navy-owned facility in Calverton, where 
Grumman was responsible for the final assembly and flight testing of four 
of the five navy aircraft, including the F-14, from 1954 to 1994, producing 
- upwards of 100 aircraft annually. In addition, the Calverton site played 
an important role in the first moon landing. Though production of 
_ the Lunar Module was at Bethpage, a mock lunar surface was constructed 
_at Calverton on 10 acres of land for the development of Grumman’s entry 
in the design of a Lunar Roving Vehicle. 
~ In 1994, Congress approved the transfer of the property to the Town of 
_ Riverhead at no consideration for the purposes of economic development. 
Grumman had for 40 years been the Town of Riverhead’s largest employer, 
with 3,800 jobs at its peak in the early 1970s. The redevelopment of 
Calverton constitutes the largest real estate project on Long 
Island. To date, the Town of Riverhead has sold the 472- : 
acre industrial core to MGBC, LLC. The industrial core 
has since been redeveloped, which has resulted in 
the creation of more than 1,000 jobs and replaced 
the tax revenue lost from Grumman’s departure. 
The proposed sale of remaining property to 
Calverton Aviation Technology, if it receives 
final Town Board approval, is expected to 
create at least an additional 1,000,000 square 
feet of industrial space, as well as generate 
between 2,900 and 5,500 jobs. 
Not too long ago, Downtown Riverhead was 
a regional shopping destination. I strongly 
believe that a vibrant, historic Downtown 
Riverhead has the potential to become a 
compact, walkable, dynamic neighborhood 
and shopping destination that will benefit the 
Long Island region. Oriented along the Peconic 
River, a fully revitalized downtown would serve 
as the gateway to the North and South Forks of Long 
Island. Downtown Riverhead is located a short drive from 
Long Island Wine Country, many agritourism destinations, 
Tanger Outlet Center, amazing beaches and parks, Splish Spash Water 
Park, Calverton Enterprise Industrial Park and Brookhaven National 
Laboratory. Historic Downtown’s diverse assets include: regional arts 
and culture, destination retail, historic architecture, tourism and hotels, 
Suffolk County courts, college and county center, proximity to Peconic 
Bay Medical Center, multimodal transportation and targeted regional 
job growth.

T 0 experience Dick Stone’s art at the Greek Orthodox Church of the Hamptons 
is to experience many stories. There’s the story of how, as a boy, Stone sold the 
Saturday Evening Post out of a canvas bag during the height of the Depression 
and became enamored with the work of Norman Rockwell. There’s the story of how 
Stone became the youngest student, at 12 years old, of the Art Students League of 
New York.

For some, losing all their work in a fire would kill their resolve, but for Stone, it 
was inspiring. “The fire was one of the better things that happened creatively to me,” 
he says.

“It wasn’t like he was 
born in an art family,” she says. “He was this prodigy from New Jersey who went to 
Yale, and he went right into illustration from the Art Students League.

A ndrea Alvin talks about beloved traditions, how 
she approaches her art and more. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

Each year, the town of Rhinebeck, where I live, has 
a celebration called Sinterklass. It is like Norman 
Rockwell meets Mardi Gras. The town is filled with 
festivities, decorations and street performances. It 
culminates in a magical parade with giant puppets 
and many of the townspeople taking part. One year, 
I brought my camera and was taking in as much as I 
could of the event. I wandered into Samuel’s Sweet 
Shop, and saw the basket of candy canes festooned with 
lights. It seemed to evoke the warmth of the holiday 
season and had a timeless quality about it that made me 
want to capture it in paint. To me, those feelings last the 
year round and not just at Christmas time. 


Talk about your art style. 
_ The objects portrayed in my paintings—old or new— 
eventually become a part of our culture. By painting 
them, I preserve that “moment in time” and re-create 
them as an icon. The viewer must regard them in a 
new way. The surface details, the light reflections, the 
imperfections all become part of the visual landscape of 
the subject. I want to bring the viewer into the picture. 
The brushstrokes are loose, and yet the images resolve 
photographically as one steps back. The lighting and 
vibrant color give the subjects a confectionary quality. 
Instead of painting a portrait of a child’s toy or a 
sweet treat, I have zoomed in to the subject to create 
a fantasy world of light and color that the viewer can 
imagine crawling into. They can settle into that private 
kid-space of a blanket tent for just a little while. The 
evocative sense of emotion overrides the nostalgia of 
having played with the toy or having eaten the treat. 


Tell us about your artistic process. 

Finding a subject that inspires me is the challenge. 
Most of my subjects have a nostalgic aspect to them. 
Most times, I set up a photo shoot, but other times as in 
my “Candy Cane” painting, I might see something and 
photograph it on the spot. After some editing, I then 
project the image onto the canvas and do an extremely 
detailed drawing. I begin painting, concentrating on the 
values and basic color scheme. I am not that precise

on the first pass. When the canvas is 
covered, I go back in and refine the 
painting and the details. I try to let it 
stay on the easel for a while, so that I 
can continue to study it and refine it. It 
speaks to me. 


If you weren’t an artist, what would 
you be doing? 

That’s hard to say. All'I’ve ever wanted 
was to be an artist. I was one of those 
single-minded kids that had one goal 
in mind. I graduated from Art Center 
College of Design in Los Angeles, now in 


Pasadena, and worked in animation and 
then designing movie posters. So, I guess 
my alternative to fine artist, was in the 
more commercial art fields. 


What inspires you the most? 

Most of my work has a nostalgic quality 
to it. For me, memory has a mood, with 
lighting effects, color and reflections. 
Certain subjects trigger that feeling and I 
get inspired.

THE WINES 
OR SICILY

S icily may currently be Italian, but its lands and people are a veritable kaleidoscope 
of cultures, religions, and tribes. Sicilians boast that they are bastardi puri (“pure 
bastards”)—the product of ethnic overdose. 

The island is an exotic combination of seemingly disparate parts: grand Roman 
theatrum, intricate Arabic mosques, Spanish baroque palazzi. If you’re (like me) 
familiar with the wild fennel, dusty eucalyptus, perfumed oleander and salinic breeze 
of the Californian coastline, you'll be fascinated to see these same elements growing 
among almond trees, mountainside broccoli, and tropical flowers in shocking colors 
in Sicily. Goethe said it best: “To have seen Italy without having seen Sicily is not to 
have seen Italy at all, for Sicily is the clue to everything.” 

When I visited Sicily earlier this year, I discovered that the island is home to 138 
different D.O.P. items. The D.O.P. designation can apply to any food or beverage 
that is prepared, processed and produced within a certain geographical region—and 
entirely by traditional, delineated means. The vegetables and fruits found on Sicily 
(such as the almonds of Noto, the late tangerine of Ciacuilli, the artichoke of Menfi, the 
capers of Pantelleria, the pistachios of Bronte) are the “Grand Cru” of Italian produce 
- so much so that their cultivation (as is the case with the pistachios) sometimes takes 
precedence over grape growing - even in a prestigious appellation such as Mt. Etna. 
The DOP meats, cheeses and seafood are just as impressive - Iblei Mountain pork and 
Gambero Rosso from the Mazara Del Vallo (a.k.a. the Montrachet of shrimp). Even 
the salt is magical, harvested in Trapani - it'll make your Maldon taste like Morton. 

This rich culture of foodstuffs synonymous with the Italian tradition demands an 
equally prestigious wine industry. Despite its’ perceived lack of prestige in the States, 
for those in the know, Sicilian wines are more than equal to their agricultural cousins. 

A strong, salty wind off the Mediterranean cools the warm, dry days ~ ideal for 
winemaking (and for afternoon naps after a hot beach day). The wines most likely 
to reach American lips are those of Etna, a region known for its striking volcano and 
rugged cliffs. Mt. Etna is always erupting, sometimes dramatically with explosions of 
molten rock, and other times with simply a vast plume of smoke. 


INDIGENOUS SICILIAN GRAPES TO KNOW 


WHITE WINES 
Carricante: Light and refreshing with high acidity, fragrant herbs, lemon zest 
and salt Catarratto: full bodied and aromatic, wild orange, white blossom, hazelnut 
Grillo: a daughter of Cataratto, this sturdy grape was originally used to make Marsala 


RED WINES 

Nerello Mascelese: Similar to Pinot Noir; light color and tannins, bright acidity, 
ages well Nerello Cappuccio: rare and ancient, aromatic and nuanced, great for 
blending 

Cappuccio mean cloak and the word’s diminutive form, Cappuccino, refers to the 
light brown color of the Capucin monk’s hoods 

Nero d’Avola: Dark purple with spicy dried fruit but light tannins 

Standing on the slopes of Mt. Etna is the best way to deeply understand the concept 
of the Contrada system: Sicily’s own version of the great Crus of Burgundy. Hundreds 
of thousands of micro and major eruptions have covered the mountain in lava: 
sometimes dense and slow moving, other times like water flowing from a spring—an 
alchemy of minerals, plants, rock, and even animals. The land is truly alive—and with 
a fickle spirit, as a wayward lava vein could spill onto a vineyard and decimate the 


crop in a matter of minutes. Over the course of history, these lava formations have 
created a patchwork of different soil types and microclimates, further classified and 
divided by the 132 Contrade, or wine districts. 

I drove through the Santo Spirito Contrada with Valeria, the owner of Palmento 
Costanzo winery, who further explained the Contrada system as I watched black, 
hard lava give way to lush grass and then into an orchard of almond trees. Santo 
Spirito is known for gentle, wide terraces with deep, rich volcanic ash and rolling 
green hills (reminding me of the emerald green hills of Ireland). The Palmento 
Costanzo wines from Santo Spirito are a perfect reflection of the terroir: luscious, 
silky, and sophisticated. 

The Marchesa Contrada is a sharp contrast to Santo Spirito: craggy, windy and 
harsh, you'll sense the presence of something majestic and primordial beneath 
your feet. The Guardoilvento (literally “look at the wind”) cuvée made by Tuscan 
winemaker Paolo Caciorgna (of Pietro Caciorgna winery) is a blend of grapes from 
elegant Santo Spirito and wild Marchesa, though the latter takes the reigns with 
notes of wild strawberry, savage Mediterranean herbs, and tart-sweet balsamic. 
Paolo makes wines for Sting and Bocelli, but in his eyes, the real rockstars are the 
people working the land. I met a few of these multi-generational Sicilians; some 
young and full of innovative ideas, others pushing 70 but still working the soil all 
day, with hands as dark and lined as the earth itself. They seemed to understand the 
capriciousness of the volcano as an experienced husband might understand the ebb 
and flow of a mercurial wife. 

Moving to the West coast of the island you'll find peaceful hills and untouched 
beaches, a world away from the glamorous summertime crowds of Taormina and the 
punishing force of Etna. This is the home of the Di Giovanna family and vineyard. 
Certified Organic and in operation for over 150 years, Di Giovanna is currently 
helmed by German-Sicilian Gunther, his brother Klaus, and his dynamic wife 
Melissa, a Philadelphia native. A strong female, her American sensibilities (and a 
dose of German precision) makes Di Giovanna’s wines a perfect gateway drug to the 
world of Sicilian wines. Their Grillo is a Hamptons favorite every summer at Calissa 
and is delicious as an aperitivo or paired with a whole grilled Montauk fish. 

Walking through the medieval streets of Sambuca di Sicilia, you’ll see mostly older 
Sicilians selling oranges, fennel and clothing on the streets, shouting to each other in 
slang and disappearing into arched stone doorways. It feels a bit more ancient and 
quiet and mysterious than I’d imagined, but this was but one moment in the island’s 
vast history. Save for one or two other famous crossroads, it’s difficult to imagine a 
place in the world that has been more embattled, inhabited, won, lost, sacked, and 
absorbed into an empire. 

Whatever appears as old and ancient is likely comparatively new. Similarly, though 
it is regarded as a “hot” new wine region, loved by wine geeks for its strong sense 
of place, food-friendly acidity, and perhaps for its relative obscurity compared to 
the canon of American and French wines preferred on the East end; Sicilian wine 
cultivation hasn’t really been new since 4000 BC. 

This sentiment is the main theme of one of Italy’s most iconic books, the Leopard, 
In which a Sicilian prince states that, “if we want things to stay as they are, things will 
have to change.” I hope they don’t change too much.

Santa's Clustmas Tree Faun Skates Into New Ea

he 2020 holiday season has been anything but 

normal, but the new owners of Santa’s Christmas 
Tree Farm in Cutchogue have joined East End growers 
in delivering safe festivities despite coronavirus 
restrictions and a widespread tree shortage. 

New to Santa’s this season is an outdoor synthetic ice- 
skating rink that will be open year-round, contactless 
socially distant visits with the farm’s resident namesake 
jolly man, plus sensory Santa visits and skating nights 
for children with autism spectrum disorder—with more 
fun additions to come in the New Year. 


“I just wanted to provide a real Hallmark experience 
for people to come and be outside with their families, 
especially going into this season,” said Stacey Soloviev, 
co-owner of Santa’s Christmas Tree Farm. “People just 
needed a pick me up.” 

Her ex-husband, Stefan Soloviev, of East Hampton, 
purchased Santa’s for $1.8 million at auction in Suffolk 
County Surrogate’s Court last year from the family 
who had run it for more than 30 years, she said. 
Stacey handles the hospitality side of the company 
while Stefan, chief executive officer of Kasas-based 
Crossroads Agriculture, ranks among the 100 largest 
landowners in the nation, according to The Land 
Report. The company also owns Hayden’s Orchard in 
Wading River, Peconic Bay Winery in Cutchogue, and 
three other North Fork farms. 

Santa’s is one of 10 farms on Long Island—most of 
which are on the East End—where the public can cut 
down their own Christmas trees. But they also sell pre- 
cut trees, which have been in short supply due and high

demand nationwide this season, according to national 
news reports. Stacey said she knew the demand for 
Christmas trees was going to be high locally after seeing 
the size of the fall farm day-tripper crowds in October. 

“Once we saw the pumpkin season out here, I was 
like, ‘Oh no, Christmas trees are next,” she said, noting 
that she ordered extra evergreens from her upstate pre- 
cut tree supplier. “We’re having a volume that we’ve 
never had before.” 

Stacey added that a day at Santa’s 23-acre farm 
is about more than just chopping down trees. This 
season’s annual sensitive Santa—two nights set aside 
for children with special needs to meet the big guy and 
go ice skating without the usual bustle of the weekend 
rush—was such a success that they added a third night 
by popular demand on Wednesday, December 16, 
Stacey noted. 

“It’s just a place at a time when families can come 
and they know it’s really set aside to bring awareness 
and inclusion and bring a sensitivity to people who

may have a harder time just getting to different 
places for holiday events,” she said. “It’s just been so 
well received.” 

She hopes to expand the sensitive program offerings 
next year. But adding to the excitement growing on the 
farm along with the trees is the alpine slide she plans 
to build next. 

“I’m building a six-lane synthetic ice slide that you 
go down in little sleds,” she added. “It was kind of 
intricate with the scaffolding. I didn’t want it to be 
under construction for the holiday season, so I think 
we're going to get it put up in January.” 

While the Christmas tree farm season is a short one, 
Santa’s ice rink has it poised to become a year-round 
destination for East End families. 

“I’ve got a lot of local families who come every day 
after school and they sit by the fire and they go ice 
skating,” she said. “It’s just been a place for people 
to see each other and kids can play. It’s been a big 
undertaking, but it’s worth it.” ga

While you might have thought that this was a joke, and a 
punchline would follow, it’s actually the story of how I met Father 
Lazarakis. Several years ago, the two of us attended a charity 
event at Stephen Talkhouse, a local Amagansett bar famous for 
its live music. A rabbi-and a Greek Orthodox priest walked into 
a bar and became friends. As the Jewish holiday of Chanukkah 
begins, this story might seem a bit ironic. After all, the holiday’s 
origins began with Jews and Greeks fighting each other. 


Back in the Second Century BCE, the Greeks persecuted the 
Jews and sought to eradicate them through forced Hellenization. 
A group of Jews known as the Maccabees incited a revolution to 
fight the Greeks and waged a campaign of guerrilla warfare against 
them. The Jewish army miraculously defeated the Greeks, and a 
new holiday celebrating the victory was born. The celebration 
of Chanukkah has long forgotten any hint of its indigenous 
animosity towards the Greeks. To the contrary, celebrating 
Chanukkah now ritualizes a sense of unity and fellowship. As 
a popular Jewish Chanukkah song teaches, “Each one of us is a 
small light, but together, we are a steadfast light.” On Chanukkah, 
I’m reminded that our interfaith partnerships spread a warm 
light over the cold and dark past when Jews suffered through 
pogroms, antisemitism and other forms of persecution.

Reflecting back on a year like no other while 
also looking to the future, Davis discusses how The 
Retreat has adapted in the age of COVID, ways in which 
people can support their life-saving work, and why it is 
more important than ever to give. 

On Challenges of the Coming Season... 

There were expected and unexpected challenges this 
year, but The Retreat never missed a beat. Our team 
worked 24/7 to provide life-saving services to children 
and adults impacted by relationship violence and abuse 
despite the pandemic. The challenge continues to be: 
How do we continue to break the cycle of violence and 
keep victims safe while this pandemic rages on? 

The holidays don’t stop instances of abuse. In fact, 
they may exacerbate them. Victims are trapped and 
isolated at home due to virus quarantines. And, stressful 
holidays can explode abusive behavior. Victims have no 
safe space to escape or privacy to make a lifesaving call. 
The abusers control their every move. 

The Retreat works hard to make sure that families 
know about our free services, our chat platform and 
multilingual 24/7 hotline [631-329-2200]? The Retreat 
staff are essential workers and always available, 
regardless of misinformation provided by the abuser.

On the Vulnerability of Children When 
Schools Are Closed... 

Part of The Retreat’s mission is to provide prevention 
education. Necessity is the mother of invention, and 
we have been challenged to reach children and youth 
through remote prevention education programs, which 
are offered in the schools if schools are closed. Our 
children need to learn what is acceptable behavior and 
what is not, and that they can reach out for help. That 
learning should not be interrupted. The law requires 
that schools report child abuse, but if children are not 
in school, child abuse will go undetected. 

When we help families, their struggles, success and 
identity are not disclosed, in order to keep them safe. 
Victims are often fearful of seeking help in the first place. 
How do we keep the focus on families less fortunate 
than we are when there is so much distraction? 

On the Value of Giving and Funding... 

Since incidents of abuse and violence have been on 
the rise, The Retreat must find new ways to meet and 
fund the increased demand for services. The Retreat 
now has a waitlist for counseling clients. Our work 
cannot stop. Lives hang in the balance. These are 
challenging times for all families. By giving to others, 
sharing our hope, we help survivors change their lives 
and find safety. 

The community has been tremendously generous, 
but how do we keep that support coming? The 
pandemic has caused financial instability to businesses 
and individuals, and we know we will face cuts from 
the county and state. Will our community, and the local 
and federal government, recognize the importance 
of funding to support these critical services? The 
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Retreat and others must advocate for that funding 
to not only continue but to increase. How will we 
continue to be able to provide free services without tHe 
needed funding? 
On Adjusting and Adapting and 
Maintaining the Vision... 

We transitioned quickly to remote services and 
programs in response to the pandemic. While the 
shelter doors remained fully open and services there 
are in person, counseling switched to phone and video 
conferencing sessions. Legal services quickly moved 
to video conferencing with the courts and clients. A 
record high number of petitions for protective orders 
were granted. 

Other than shelter services, all services were 
provided remotely through innovative strategies using 
new platforms and technologies. Changing the way in 
which we provide services was challenging but we did 
it! At the same time, the lockdowns provided us with 
the opportunity to broaden our reach to clients, schools 
and even volunteers through long-distance learning 
and phone and video conferences sessions. 

We have learned so much! We have learned new 
technologies, which we will continue to employ as we 
move forward. I envision a future where The Retreat 
will use a combination of effective remote and in 
person means to provide services and programs. 
Access to services is key in order to break the cycle of 
abuse. Flexibility and adaptability are essential to meet 
the needs of clients/survivors. Services lead to change, 
independence, freedom from violence, sustainability 


_ anda safer community. 


On the Future of Fundraising... 

We adjusted quickly and transformed our major 
June event to a virtual one. We were safely able to have 
an outdoor tennis event in the fall and while there have 
been some wonderful third-party events to benefit The 
Retreat, live events were for the most part, cancelled. 
Our plan is to move away from big events and focus on 
donor support by telling the story of our work and the 
survivors who inspire us.

Step Inside a Shelter Island Axchitectural Genv 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


he internationally renowned architect William Pedersen’s Shelter Island home 

is on the market at the newly reduced price of $8.495 million. It is the first time 
that the contemporary home at 91 Ram Island Drive, which he designed over a 
20-year period, has ever been listed. : 

Originally on the market for $9.995 million, the house is angled for uninterrupted 
views of Gardiner’s Bay, situated on a nearly three-acre parcel that gently slopes onto 
over 220 feet of beachfront. 

The owner-architect, who founded the Manhattan-based firm Kohn Pedersen 
Fox Associates, bought the property with his wife, Elizabeth, in 1981, and worked 
on the design for two decades before breaking ground. He is known for designing 
skyscrapers across the globe, including six of the 11 tallest buildings in the world, 
such as the World Financial Center in Shanghai, as well as developments like the 
recently completed Hudson Yards in New York. For his personal home on Little Ram 
Island, his conceptual inspiration for the design was an island rising from the water. 
Some say it resembles a yacht. 


WILLIAM PEDERSEN’S DESIGN IMMERSES ITSELF IN ITS ENVIRONMENT 


“The house really blends into nature as much as possible,” Pedersen told The New 
York Times in September, “and almost creates a sculptural form that becomes part 
of the land, and not just sits on the land but rises from the land, almost like an island 
emerges from the water.” 

The 4,640-square-foot house is based on a multi-axis linear framework 
that emphasizes the contrasting textures of the primary building materials— 
concrete, wood, copper and bluestone. Lawrence Ingolia and Jonathan Smith of 
Sotheby’s International Realty, the listing agents, call it both awe-inspiring and 
effortlessly comfortable. 


Wright and Company Construction built the three-bedroom, three-and-a-half- 
bath house, clad in stone and sheets of standing seam copper. The interior, primarily 
custom Douglas fir wood paneling and bush-hammered concrete and bluestone, has 


an open flow in the main living spaces. Each room is designed to let in natural light 
and most have water views. 

“This design also affords low heat gain during summer and better solar 
penetration from the low winter sun, making the house energy-efficient year-round,” 
the Architectural Record wrote in an interview with Pedersen in 2008. “Large 
exposures on the building’s northern side admit daylight and natural ventilation, so 
air-conditioning is rarely used.”

The eat-in kitchen has a long window that allows for a panoramic view of the 
water. Wood cabinetry and paneling mostly hides the appliances, and is offset by 
stainless steel countertops. 

A long passageway, just past a study, leads to the private bedroom wing. Each 
bedroom has an Ipe-mohogany sliding door. Cumaru hardwood flooring was used 
in the main living areas and bedrooms, while bluestone was used in the bathroom 
and corridors. 

An entertaining area is located on the second floor to take full advantage of the 
water vista. A floating wood staircase with steel cables for the railing is located next 
to the study. 


A wall of glass leads out to an expansive outdoor entertaining area with a patio 
that overlooks the bay. The water views are unparalleled—360-degree views of 
Gardiner’s Bay, Gardiner’s Island and the entrance to Coecles Harbor. 

A two-car garage is located behind the house. 

The Pedersens built the house in 2005 but had spent summers on Shelter Island 
since 1975 and have long been involved in the community, including the architect 
donating his services to design a two-level addition to the Havens House Museum to 
create more storage for island artifacts and an art gallery, according to a 2019 article 
in The New York Times. His wife had served as president of the Shelter Island 
Historical Society and the couple paid for most of the cost of the building project 
before she died last year.

or the first time in a number of years, Aida 

Turturro did not cook a Thanksgiving feast 
at her Montauk home. “I was invited to a nearby 
friend’s house, so I make a mean dish of roasted 
peppers, which I brought as a gift.” 

Aida describes her special techniques—roasting 
the peppers in the oven, carefully peeling them 
using quality olive oil, some balsamic reduction 
with a pinch of salt and pepper, letting them 
marinate, getting the right combination. “I even 
brought Ollie, my five-year-old yellow lab, to 
enjoy the celebration.” 

Come Christmas, Aida—a fan of Citarella in 
East Hampton, the smoked salmon, the Russian 
tea cookies, the apple strudel and marinated 
artichokes—anticipates making her sensational 
lasagna. Then there’s Aida’s_ cauliflower 
croquettes: Cauliflower first sautéed in onions 
and garlic...frying them in a buttermilk batter, 


like a  zeppole...aadd some 
DELICIOUS! 

The COVID months have meant Aida has been 
hanging out at her Montauk abode for the most 
part, with occasional trips to her Manhattan 
Gramercy apartment, or a random out-of-town 
trip for film work. Most recently, as production 
slowly resumes, Aida shot episodes of a television 
series in Serbia. “It was kind of stressful traveling, 
not knowing,” she says, “but once we got into it, 
things worked out.” 

Closer to home, “I just shot two guest star 
episodes of Blacklist and one episode of Law & 
Order, both NBC shows on the west side pier. 
I recently did a pilot, Nightbirds. I even got to 
include Ollie in one of my scenes for Blacklist. 
Ollie wants to know whether he will be getting 
paid,” she jokes. 

Of course, beyond many movies, Aida is 
best-known for her 49 episodes of the classic 
HBO series The Sopranos. Amazingly, when 
the production began, she wasn’t even part of 
the show. 

“I attended the premiere of The Sopranos 
with my friend James Gandolfini,” she tells. 
Tony Soprano himself encouraged her for a role 
in the show, starting with the second season.
